To  the  Rothbury  Rural  District  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

Allow  me  to  present  you  with  this  my  Seventh  Annual 
Report,  being  the  Twenty-sixth  to  the  Sanitary  Authority,  and 
that  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1902. 

There  were  registered  99  births,  being  an  increase  of  3  over 
last  year’s,  and  at  a  rate  of  20*9,  as  against  our  average  of  24*5. 
Of  these,  48  were  males,  and  51  females.  The  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  (Rural)  is  about  27*2.  This  is  a  low  rate,  as  in  most 
agricultural  districts,  and  is  chiefly  due  to  the  younger  and 
more  active  part  of  the  population,  those  who  are  chiefly  the 
marrying  part,  drifting  into  the  towns.  During  the  first 
quarter,  there  were  registered  25  births,  the  second  27,  the 
third  27,  and  during  the  last  20.  Increases  in  the  numbers 
occurred  in  Elsdon  and  Whittingham,  but  decreases  in  Brink- 
burn  and  Longframlington. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  64,  but  5  of  these  were 
strangers,  thus  leaving  59  belonging  to  the  district,  and  this  is 
at  the  very  satisfactorily  low  rate  of  only  12  36  per  1,000  per 
annum.  The  previous  average  was  14*82,  while  that  for 
Rural  England  and  Wales  is  15*7.  Of  the  59  residents,  33 
were  males,  and  26  females.  During  the  months  they  occurred 
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as  follows: — January,  4;  February,  6;  March,  5;  April,  6  ; 
May,  6  ;  June,  5;  July,  3  ;  August,  7  ;  September,  3;  October, 
3;  November,  4;  December,  5;  two  more  being  registered 
from  the  December  of  1901. 

As  99  were  born  in  the  Union,  and  59  died,  it  follows  that 
40  were  naturally  added  to  its  population  during  the  year,  and 
this  gives  a  rate  of  8*33  per  1,000.  It  is  low,  as  compared  with 
that  for  England  and  Wales,  of  12.0,  but  is  about  our  average, 
all  Rural  Districts  following  the  same  scale. 

Of  the  99  children  born,  it  appears  that  10  died  before 
attaining  the  age  of  1  year,  and  hence,  in  infancy,  which  is  at  a 
rate  of  ioroi,  being  a  good  deal  below  that  for  England  and 
Wales  of  138,  and  is  very  satisfactory. 

The  different  periods  of  life  at  which  these  occurred,  were 
as  follows  :  under  one  year,  10  ;  one  and  under  five,  1  ;  five  to 
fifteen,  5  ;  fifteen  to  twenty-five,  3  ;  twenty-six  to  sixty-five,  16  ; 
above  that,  24.  Of  these  latter,  one  (a  female)  died  at 
Whittingham,  aged  93  years,  six  others  were  over  80  years  of 
age  ;  eleven  over  70,  and  six  over  sixty-five  years  of  age. 

It  is  a  matter  for  great  congratulation,  that  there  were  no 
deaths  due  to  the  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases. 

The  chief  causes  of  the  other  classes  were  :  influenza,  1  ; 
enteritis,  2  ;  phthisis,  7  ;  as  against  our  average  of  six  for  the 
last  16  years  ;  thus  giving  a  rate  of  1*5  as  against  the  average 
of  1*25.  Other  tubercular  diseases  caused  one  death  ;  cancer, 
2  ;  bronchitis,  2 ;  pneumonia,  2  ;  pleurisy,  o  ;  being  8  for 
“  other  diseases  of  the  chest  ”  than  phthisis,  which  is  at  a  rate 
of  1*75,  a  little  below  the  average  of  2*0;  premature  birth 
caused  3  ;  debility  from  that  age,  3  others  ;  heart  disease  13,  as 
against  our  average  of  9'o.  This  increase  is  largely  due  to 
senile  causes,  as  8  of  these  w7ere  over  65  years  of  age  ;  added  to 
this  was  the  lowering  effects  of  influenza  ;  apoplexy  caused  4  ; 
senile  decay,  7  ;  other  causes,  8. 

The  deaths  in  the  different  Ecclesiastical  Parishes  (or 
parts  of  them)  are  stated  as  follows,  together  with  the  death 
rate  that  occurs  in  each  per  1,000  of  its  population.

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As  the  average  for  the  Union  for  the  year  was  12*36,  the 
following  have  exceeded  it,  viz.,  Rothbury  and  Alwinton,  while 
Longframlington  is  nearly  double,  having  often  been  the  heaviest. 
It  has  required,  and  does  so  still,  a  good  deal  of  your  attention. 
Longhorsley  has  greatly  improved,  and  so  has  Brinkburn. 
So  has  Rothbury,  from  18*16  to  14*07.  Whittingham  con¬ 
tinues  to  show  the  advantages  of  its  Sanitary  improvements. 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  accidents. 

Inquests  were  held  in  7  instances,  3  being  upon  residents 
(alcoholic  poisoning,  apoplexy,  and  heart  disease),  the  four 
others  being  strangers  (chiefly  tramps),  and  the  causes, 
exposure,  heart  disease,  and  found  drowned  2  cases. 

There  were  five  strangers  in  all,  the  four  above,  and  the 
other  due  to  peritonitis. 

There  were  no  proceedings  taken  before  the  magistrates, 
and  no  overcrowding,  unless  at  the  Waterworks. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified 
during  the  year  was  47,  as  against  62  last  year.  They  were 
as  follows: — Small  Pox  8,  Erysipelas  10,  Scarlet  Fever  26, 
Enteric  Fever  (Typhoid)  2,  Puerperal  Fever  1.  Fortunately 
there  were  not  any  deaths  due  to  these.  The  Small  Pox  broke 
out  at  the  Ewesley  Waterworks  about  May  8th.  It  began  in  a 
male,  aged  48,  who  had  tramped  from  Carlisle,  reaching  the 
Works  on  May  6th.  He  took  ill  on  May  8th,  but  it  was  not 
until  the  15th  that  he  was  definitely  known  to  have  the 
disease.  He  was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  that 
night.  He  lodged  in  one  of  the  Wood  Huts.  The  beds  and 
bedding  were  burnt,  and  the  hut  disinfected  with  burning 
Sulphur,  and  Carbolic  Acid  used  after  he  left  on  June  gth. 
The  wife  of  the  caretaker  was  revaccinated,  and  did  not  take 
the  disease,  but  not  one  of  the  other  19  men  in  the  hut  would 
submit  to  revaccination.  In  consequence,  on  May  28th,  those 
exposed  to  the  man,  began  to  take  the  illness.  Twelve  of  the 
lodgers  left  the  works,  that  is,  the  next  day,  and  four  of  the 
others  took  it,  and  went  to  the  Hospital.  As  far  as  could  be 
heard,  at  least  three  of  the  runaways  took  it.  The  Hut  was 
again  disinfected,  and  these  men’s  bedding,  &c.,  all  burnt. 
The  last  left  the  Hospital  July  2nd,  since  which,  no  more  cases 
have  occurred  there.  They  all  had  two  faint  marks  of  vaccina¬ 
tion,  mostly  indistinct,  and  none  larger  than  a  sixpence.  One 
only  (and  he  questionable)  had  been  revaccinated.  Before 
leaving  the  Hospital,  they  were  given  new  suits,  washed,  and 
disinfected,  the  old  ones  burnt,  and  the  mattresses  they  slept 
on,  with  blankets  also,  and  some  of  the  bedding  of  the  worst 
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cases  ;  all  others  thoroughly  washed  and  disinfected.  Unsani¬ 
tary  conditions  were  pointed  out,  which  were  rectified  ;  also 
overcrowding  which  is  still  in  evidence,  but  the  works  are 
only  temporary.  Water  supply,  sinks  and  drainage,  were  all 
provided,  with  more  out  offices,  and  tank  to  purify  the  sewage 
at  outlet,  this  requires  more  treatment. 

A  doubtful  case  of  a  tramp,  aged  51  years,  occurred  on 
June  23rd.  He  was  one  night  at  the  Waterworks,  on  the  iqth.. 
He  was  sent  to  the  Hospital  for  observation,  but  nothing  more 
developed  than  a  few  doubtful  spots  on  wrists,  and  he  left 
July  2nd  quite  well;  washed,  disinfected,  and  new  clothes. 
The  place  was  disinfected  where  he  last  slept,  and  at  works. 

It  broke  out  on  June  28th,  at  Bilsmoor  Foot  (Flsdon), 
being  brought  by  a  young  woman,  aged  21,  who  came  from 
Blyth  with  it  in  her  system.  A  sister  slept  with  her  until  the 
rash  was  well  out ;  she  was  revaccinated  on  July  5th,  which 
was  too  late,  and  developed  it  on  July  12th.  The  mother  and 
another  sister  were  revaccinated,  and  escaped.  The  father 
had  been  twice  previously  revaccinated,  and  escaped.  As  the 
place  was  well  isolated  from  every  other  house,  they  remained 
in  it,  and  recovered.  Disinfectants  were  used  at  the  time  and 
afterwards,  and  isolation  carefully  carried  out  after  notice. 
Unsatisfactory  conditions  were  rectified.  The  vaccination 
marks  (two)  were  not  very  plain  in  either  case,  and  they  had 
not  been  revaccinated  till  outbreak. 

There  were  ten  cases  of  Erysipelas  notified,  all  over  25  years 
of  age,  who  recovered.  They  were  distributed  fairly  equally 
over  the  district,  and  the  same  throughout  the  year.  They 
were  mostly  in  the  head  and  face,  and  were  mild.  Once  there 
were  two  cases  in  the  same  house.  At  Little  Tosson, 
unsanitary  conditions  still  exist. 

Scarlet  Fever.  In  all,  26  cases  were  notified,  all  of  which 
recovered.  Seventeen  of  these  occurred  between  the  ages  of 
5  and  15.  Thirteen  occurred  in  the  Alwinton  district,  seven  in 
the  Longframlington,  two  in  Rothbury  (Rural),  two  in  Whit- 
tingham,  and  one  each  in  Netherwitton  and  Elsdon.  They 
occurred  as  follows  : — During  January,  5  ;  February,  3  ;  June, 
2;  July,  3;  August,  2;  September,  8;  October,  2;  December, 
1.  At  Longframlington,  the  first  case  occurred  on  January 
6th,  and  was  the  continuation  of  the  previous  outbreak  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  At  High  Farnham  (Alwinton)  on  January 
8th  the  same.  From  here  it  spread  to  Newton  (3),  and 
Harbottle  (1).  On  June  14th,  it  broke  out  at  Callaly  Stables 
(Whittingham)  in  the  groom’s  family.  He  had  been  away  and 


contracted  sore  throat.  The  child  and  mother  took  it  ;  isolation 
and  disinfectants  were  used,  and  it  did  not  spread.  In  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  Board’s  instructions  your  Inspector  called  and 
disinfected  the  house  afterwards.  There  were  no  unsanitary 
conditions.  On  July  21st,  it  again  broke  out  at  Longframling- 
ton,  when  two  children  appear  to  have  caught  it  from  a  family 
that  evidently  had  it,  but  without  knowing  it,  who  were 
present  at  a  Bazaar  held  there.  There  were  four  cases  in  all. 
Isolation  and  disinfection  were  used,  but  doubtless  it  was 
carried  from  here  to  Ritton  White  Idouse,  on  August  8th. 
Isolation  and  disinfection  were  used,  and  it  did  not  spread. 
Here  unsanitary  conditions  continue. 

On  September  15th  it  broke  out  at  Clennel  Street,  being 
doubtless  conveyed  there,  as  it  is  an  isolated  cottage.  This 
child  attended  the  school  at  Harbottle  on  the  first  day  of  its 
illness,  and  caused  it  to  spread  in  all  to  six  children  and  one 
adult,  at  different  places  round  about,  viz.,  Harbottle  Crag,  the 
Peels,  Harbottle.  Unsanitary  conditions  at  Clennel  Street 
still  exist,  and  remain  at  the  Peels  and  Harbottle  Crag. 
Isolation  and  disinfectants  were  used.  The  school  was  closed 
and  disinfected,  and  it  ended  with  October. 

On  October  8th  it  broke  out  at  Cragside  Lakes  Cottage. 
This  child  seemed  to  have  caught  it  while  attending  Rothbury 
School.  Isolation  and  disinfection  were  used,  and  for  five 
weeks  no  further  cases  occurred. 

Typhoid  Fever  broke  out  at  Nunnykirk  Hall,  on  December 
30th,  iqoi,  and  the  second  case  on  January  6th.  They  were 
sons  of  the  proprietor,  aged  r5  and  14  years.  They  stayed  at 
Morpeth  on  their  way  home,  and  doubtless  drank  the  water, 
which  was  contaminated  with  typhoid  sewage  which  had  so 
unfortunately  escaped  and  found  its  way  into  the  Morpeth 
Water  Supply.  Isolation  and  disinfection  were  used,  and  no 
further  cases  occurred.  A  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  occurred  at 
Woodhall  in  a  woman,  aged  25,  who  recovered.  The  stable 
here  needs  better  drainage. 

Anthrax  was  reported  in  a  Heifer  at  Herdlaw,  on  August 
17th.  It  died,  and  was  buried  in  quick  lime,  and  the  place 
washed  and  disinfected  where  it  had  been.  Unsanitary  con¬ 
ditions  at  the  house  had  been  rectified. 

Measles  were  imported  to  Windyside  and  Thropton  on 
March  2nd.  There  were  seven  in  all  affected.  Isolation  and 
disinfection  used,  and  it  soon  ceased. 

Diarrhoea  was  but  little  prevalent. 
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Influenza  kept  occurring  in  a  few  cases  at  the  time,  but 
throughout  the  year. 

The  following  Sanitary  improvements  have  been  effected  : 
Thropton ,  two  w.c.’s  in  the  Priest’s  house,  with  drainage  and 
spouting.  At  Farm  Cottage,  a  blocked  bad  drain,  taken  up 
and  re-laid  in  sanitary  pipes,  a  longer  length  of  this  is  still 
needed.  At  Coquet  House,  the  paved  floor  taken  up,  and 
joists  and  boards  with  ventilated  space  laid  instead.  Alwinton, 
a  blocked  drain,  taken  up  and  re-laid  in  a  good  sanitary  sewer, 
with  manholes.  Bilsmoor  Foot ,  sanitary  sink  and  drain. 
Brinkburn,  an  excellent  commodious  house  has  been  built  for 
the  gardener,  with  proper  sanitary  out-offices  and  sinks  and 
drain.  A  capital  water  supply,  bv  hydraulic  ram  has  also 
been  provided  for  the  estate,  and  supplies  Healy  Cote,  the  New 
Houses,  Brinkburn  Offices,  and  Works.  These  are  very  great 
improvements,  and  great  praise  is  due  for  them  to  the  owner. 
At  Cartington ,  a  large  new  and  commodious  Farm  House  has 
been  provided,  with  out-offices,  and  all  sanitary  requirements 
and  drainage.  The  Water  Supply  has  also  been  improved. 
Cartington  Blue  Mill  has  been  spouted  and  re-drained. 
Cartington  Bank  Head,  part  re-roofed  and  spouted,  better 
drainage,  damp  walls  stoothed  and  ventilated  under  floors. 
Chixnells  (Well  House)  plastered  and  ceiled,  upper  rooms; 
spouted,  with  proper  sanitary  sinks  and  drains.  Clennell,  sink 
and  drain  rectified.  Elsdon ,  R.  Keith’s  in  sanitary  order. 
Ewesle y  Waterworks,  17  houses  of  wood  now  built,  proper 
sanitary  sinks  and  drains  provided.  Also  out-offices,  with  a 
good  water  supply  from  spring,  in  iron  pipes.  There  is  a  tank 
at  sewer  outlet  ;  more  is  going  to  be  done  there.  There  are 
about  150  people  now  working  there.  H oiling  Hill  pump  has 
been  rectified.  Lorbottle  Kiln  Cottage  put  in  sanitary  condition,, 
drains,  sinks,  out-offices,  spouting,  being  much  needed. 
Longframlington,  two  objectionable  privies  (Hilton’s  and  Miss 
Grey’s),  were  converted  into  w.c.’s,  with  proper  water  supply 
and  drainage.  Great  Tosson,  house  pointed,  and  out-offices 
improved.  Netherton,  two  good  separate  spring  water  supplies 
laid  on,  in  iron  pipes.  Hill  Head,  sanitary  sink  and  drain  tor 
Farm  House.  Rothley  East  Shield ,  spouting  mended,  and  ash 
midden  covered  in.  Snitter  (Redhead’s),  objectionable  privy 
and  pig  stye  removed,  rebuilt  properly  further  off  house,  with 
proper  sinks  and  drainage  provided.  Whittingham,  Nurse 
Liddell’s  and  Sothern’s,  blocked  drain  opened  out,  and 
unsanitary  sink  rectified.  Whittingham  Lane,  3  proper  sanitary 
sinks  and  drains  provided.  Wolvershields  Farm  House  in 
process  of  reconstruction,  with  proper  sanitary  out-offices  and 
drainage. 
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The  following  still  need  attention  : — 

Alwinton  water  supply  runs  short,  but  expense  of  bringing 
spring  in  iron  pipes  1,020  yards  off  thought  excessive  for 
eleven  houses  (51  persons)  to  provide.  Properly  constructed 
ash-middens  for  West  Cottages.  Butter kttowes  (Raw)  needs 
drainage,  all  being  blocked.  Craghead  (Raw)  :  drainage  and 
proper  sink  to  ash-midden.  Caistron  Farm ,  and  old  School- 
houses,  new  sanitary  sinks  and  drains  ;  the  latter,  privy  and 
ash-middens  also.  Clennel  Street  requires  proper  sanitary 
sink  and  drain;  spouting  mended;  and  out-offices 
improved.  Harbotile,  proper  sanitary  drain  at  School- 
house,  Post  Office,  and  Gardener’s  cottage,  and  Miss  Pitloh’s 
cottage  ;  also  proper  sanitary  conveniences  at  the  Schools. 
The  water  supply  is  complained  of  as  being  short.  Harbottle 
Crag  needs  sanitary  sink  and  drain  with  all  out-offices,  and 
repairs  to  spouting  and  roof.  High  Farnham ,  additional  out- 
office,  with  proper  sinks  and  drainage.  Hill  Head  Cottage,  the 
same.  Eslington ,  West  and  East  Lodges,  new  properly  con¬ 
structed  sanitary  conveniences  ;  and  the  1  atter,  trapped  sink. 
Holystone  Mill,  cow  byre  floor  needs  cementing.  Little  Tosson, 
proper  sanitary  sinks  and  drainage  for  6  houses  there,  with 
more  sanitary  out-offices.  Longframlington,  onstead  needs 
proper  sanitary  conveniences  and  drainage.  Tait’s  cottage, 
proper  drainage  ;  and  Anderson’s  out-offices,  rebuilding.  Ritton 
White  House J  cottages,  four  need  drainage  entirely;  the  rest, 
better  house  sinks,  and  broken  ones  mended  ;  a  proper  water 
supply,  and  more  sanitary  out-offices.  High  Trewhitt,  drainage 
and  water  supply  are  both  likely  to  be  taken  in  hand.  The 
same  for  the  water  to  Snitter  and  Windside,  which  latter  also 
needs  out-offices  for  farm  cottage.  Peels,  proper  ash-middens, 
and  at  least  two  privies  more.  Thropton,  ash  depot  needed. 
Mr.  Potts’  privy  should  be  converted  into  a  w.c.  Warton  Burn, 
sanitary  out-offices  and  drainage,  sinks,  etc.  Whittingham,  Mr. 
Wightman  needs  properly  constructed  privy  nearer  the  house. 
Whitton,  at  least  one  new  privy,  and  ash-midden  covered  in. 
Woodhall,  better  drainage  and  paving  in  stable.  Wingates, 
properly  constructed  out-offices,  and  roof  of  steading  spouted, 
with  drainage. 

I  made  three  special  house  to  house  inspections,  at  Elsdon, 
Alwinton,  and  Whittingham,  with  results  mentioned  as  above. 
Also,  that  at  Elsdon  a  properly  laid  sewer  is  required  at  west 
side  of  Green.  Miss  Keith’s  needs  spouting,  also  R.  Telford’s. 
The  Gate  Check  needs  sanitary  drain  and  sink,  and  better 
sanitary  arrangements. 
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Just  beside  the  pre-existing  portion  of  a  Hospital  for 
Infectious  Diseases,  your  Board  have  erected  a  good  Iron, 
Wood,  and  Felt  Isolation  Hospital,  consisting  of  two  Wards 
for  four  beds  each,  one  for  each  sex,  also  Matron’s  and  Nurse’s 
rooms  (one  each),  with  kitchen,  scullery,  and  linen  closet,  with 
bath-room  and  lavatory  at  each  end.  Also,  in  separate  block,  a 
wash-house,  disinfecting  chamber,  coalhouse,  outside  earth- 
closet,  with  ambulance  shed  containing  suitable  carriage  for 
removal.  The  water  supply  and  fencing  are  in  hand. 

Your  late  Inspector  (Mr.  Wake)  having  resigned,  Mr. 
Clarkson  has  been  appointed  in  his  place  by  your  Board. 
I  am  indebted  to  the  former,  for  his  cordial  co-operation,  and 
much  valuable  assistance.  Your  Board  have  decided  that  the 
Inspector  carry  out  the  disinfection  of  houses  after  the 
occurrence  of  infectious  disease  in  them. 

The  Bye  Laws  are  not  yet  published  or  in  force. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Bertram,  of  Cragside,  for  the
